1nd at ove tine a resident of Philudel- 
phia. 
buried to the soil of Pennsylvania al- 
most forgotten. He waa General John 
A. Butter, a Swiss, who emigrated to 
Philadelphia to 1884 nod became a citi- 
ten of the commonwealth: His grave 
fs in the Mennonite burying grounds 
at Lititz, Lancaster county, in which 
village be spent the last yeurs of his 
life. 

“General Sutter was born in 1803 In 
Baden, Germany, near the borders of 
Switzerland. Upoo bis arrival io this 
country he spent some time in Phila: 
delphia, subsequentiy removing to the 
Vicinity of Lititz, where, in the midst 
of relatives, be enguged in farming. 
Possessed of a roving nature, however, 
it was not long before he yearned to 
explore the great unknown land be 
yond the Rockies. After many priva- 
tions be reached California some time 
in the early forties and staked a claim 
It, was in the fall of 1848, ufter a heavy 
tain, that, attracted by yellowish de- 
posits {np a rmall stream, he made his 
great discovery of the precious metal: 
The news of his find spread rapidly, 
and the following spring the great 
rush from the east began 

“General Sutter amassed a consider- 
able fortune through his gold diggings, 
but lost moet of it through nofortu- 
nate speculations, He returned to 
Pennsylvania in 1871 and spent his 
declining yenrs in retirement, living 
on the pension of $250 a month voted 
him by the California tegisiature. He 
died June 18, 188), Two of bis pall- 
Uearers were Generals John C. Fre 
mont and Ambrose BK. Burnside, who 
bad been his friends in California.”— 
Philadelphia Record. 


FATTED SHEEP. 


Tails of the Syrian Breed Weigh Ten 
to Fifteen Pounds. 

It has been suggested that in the 
sheep fattening process, which is com- 
mon in the vicinity of Damascus, one 
to trace the original 


meaning of the Biblical phrase. “the 
fatted calf.” Mrs. Melntuosh tbus de- 
scribes the process in her book, “Da- 
mascus:’ 


“The sheep differ from ours, When 
we show pictures of the latter to the 
nutives they usk what animals they 
are. They miss the enormous tails of 
the Syrian sbeep, in which the fat of 
the body seems to concentrate and 
which, after skinning and preparing, 
often weigh ten to fifteen pounds. 


“Early in the summer the hend of 


eacb family. buys or sets apart  sne, 
two or three sheep. 
rank tn life or bis wealth. 
ep and children devote 
with great zeal to fattening 
sheep. The children fill large baskets 
with mulberry leaves and curry tbem 
to their mothers. These several times 
a day and also in the nigbt take lit- 
tle wooden stools and sit by the sheep. 
With one band they keep the sheep's 
mouth open: witb the other they cram 
in the leaves, forcing them duwn the 
throat. 

“Twice a day the sheep are ted to 
the village fountain to drink, and their 
coats are frequently washed, About 
the end of September the work of the 
women and children comes to an end. 
The sbeep bave grown so fat they 
cannot stand up. They are then killed. 
Their flesh is boiled witb spices and 
put into pots for winter use. This 
mincemeat is eaten as a relish at fes- 
tivities.”

Many Uses Found For This Type of 
Motor Driven Vehicle, 
Although the ordinary tonneau type 
of automobile is rapidly coming ‘Into 
general use on the farm and bas proved 
(ts value for service as well as pleas- 
ure, there is one form of recent de- 
*elopment. the auto truck, that has 
het received from farmers the atten- 
tion '* deservem says the Farm and 
Ranch. This form of car is rapidly 
earning « place for itself in the cities 
as a general delivery and hauling 
wagon and is destined to become as 
widely and favorably known on the 
farm, for it is an ideal general pur- 
pose car and has many advantages

A car in daily use on a 600 acre 
Matagorda county (Tex.) ‘farm is a 
light auto truck that has proved itself 
to be one of the most useful pieces of 
equipment on the farm.

will carry loads of up to a ton in 
weight over the average country dirt 
road at a speed of from three to twen- 
ty miles an hour. Its added hauling 
capacity in no way interferes witb ita. - 
use as a pleasure car, as it can be 
very easily converted by the addition 
of a couple of surrey seats built to fit 
on to the body and which can be put 
on or taken off in a moment like the 
ordinary hack seat. So rigged the 
truck can carry six or eight persons 
comfortably, covering as much ground 
in a day's run as the average road car. 
The truck is used for all the bauling 
except the very heaviest, and the work 
is done so much more rapidly than by 
team that there is a very mwurked sav- 
ing in time, than which no other item 
on a farm runs more quickly into mon- 
ey. In addition to the direct saving in 
time an important feature in the use 
vf the motor is the fact that in busy 
seasons all of the mules can be used 
exclusively for field work and there is 
vo necessity for breaking tnto the reg- 
war plowing, cultivating or barvesting 
outfits just whep they are most need- 
ed ip order to get teams to do the va- 
rious hauling jobs that are always 
coming up at such inconvenient times 
or to make unavoidable trips to town 
for freight, supplies, repair parts, etc. 


Make Every Straw Count. 

It is possible for careless help to 
leave a considernble portion of the 
grain crop in the field by peglecting to 
gather up scatterings, loose bundles, 
ete., and by hauling graimw on open 
bottom racks. From a few pounds 
to a few bushels of grain may be 
saved every day, duripg stacking, by 
using a tight bottom rack or a can- 
vas over the rack that will catch all 
of the grain that is shattered out of 
the beads.—Orange Judd Farmer. 


Feed Costs More Than Care.

Prior to’ April, 1897, the rate of 
duty payable on binder twine import- 
ed into Canada from the United States. 

12% per cent. At that time the 
fatuetty was operated under Cana- 
dian auspices. From 1897 to 1898 the 
duty was only 10 per cent, but after, 
January the first, 1898, the rate was 
removed altogether, and ever since 
free trade has existed in binder twine 
between the United Statey and Can- 
ada. The clearest and most forecful 
story of the effect of that particular 
reduction inthe tariff is contained in 
the following statement of imports of 


twine into Canada from the United 
States since 1896: t

of binder twine after the remov: al of 
the duty, there being more than €izh 
times the influx to-day that there w !as 
in the last fiscal year before our mar 
ket was opened—has been responsible 
for the closing down of many dare 
mills in Canada, and is one big reason 
why Canadion business men do not in- 
vest their money in this indusiry at 
the present time. 


HARDWOODS SCARCE 
FURNITURE: HIGH 


Increase ir Cost of Furniture Due*té 
Small Supplies of Raw Materials. 


While furniture has increased in 
cost in Cahada more ‘noticeably than 
almost ony other* manufactured pro- 
duct during the past twgnty years, it 
is worth while ‘observing that furni- 
ture in ‘Canada to-day is not as expen- 
alive as in the United States, nor has 
it increased in cost during recent 
years as rapidly as in the latter coun- 
try. 

The average index price for furni- 
ture in 1890 as set by the Depart- 
ment of Labor was 97.4 and in 1909 
had increased to 127.6, a gain of 30.2. 
The average price of bedroom sets in 
the United States in the same. period 
changed from an index number of 113 
to 145; bedroom chairs from 109.8 to 
143.8, and kitchen tables from 103.9 to 
188,6. This latter item showed in the 
United State$ a decided increase last

ing goods as a whole in the United 
States, there was a decrease of only

furniture . 

The chief reasons for the higher 
cost of furniture are increases in 
wages and’ in the prices of hard- 
woods. It is sometimes contended 
that the manufacturer who is helped 
and whose country’s upbuilding is as- 
sisted by a properly regulated tariff, 
takes advantage of these circum- 
stances by retaining old. type. of 
machinery and plant. The ‘inference 
is that such a manufacturer compet- 
ing with an up-to-date foreign plant 
uses the tariff to counterbalance the 
inferior results of his own plant, In 
Canade, this is not so, Notwithstand-- 
ing the fact that there has been a 
marked tmprovement in the machin- 
ery for manufacturing furniture in 
this country: during the past twenty 
years, which has enabled a finer 
finish to be placed on goods and mora 
elaborate designa to be turned out with 
the same or lesd expenditure, the two 
factors noted—wages and hardwoods 
—have counterbalanced the effect of 
the superior machinery, Mr, H, R. 
MacMillan, of the Forestry Branch of 
the Department of the Interior, says 
that whatever can be done to en- 
courage the production of hardwood 
in suitable Jocalities in Canada should:
